Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Tsui discloses a system for switching between 
available network when roaming. In fact, as the wireless platform moves between networks, the searching receiver operates to provide a 
substantially continous indication of the best available network connection by detecting available network types. Fascenda discloses a 
method and system to enable automatic network roaming without requiring any back-end authentication servers and alleviating the need 
to handle large numbers of network. Accordingly, a consistent authentication and secure mechanism is provided to enable client device to 
easily roam form one network to another without requiring the client to manually change network configuration. While Tsui and Fascenda 
are silent regarding recognition of failures or timeouts during authentication. However Muratov et al discloses a system which identify the 
encryption type based on a failures or timeouts during authentication. Therefore, the examiner believed that the combined system and 
method of the cited references teaches each and every element of the present invention . 
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
